deseribed by M. Nemirovitch Danchenko, the 
woll-known novelist and special correspondent 
of the Rugski Slovo and Associated Pross: 
” «Cun anything,” ho says, “be more terrible 
than the death of a whole section of an army 
under our ey:s when you ste the process of 
destruction and-are unable to do anything what- 
| ever to provont.it P It was impossible to leave 
the 4th Battery on its old position—a hill 
cutting through our centre, whore only two 


.[ insignificant battalions were strotehel over o 


distance of tro and ‘throo-quarter versts, Two 
Tapanese batteries loomed in front of ours. 
They wore perfectly covered, while out fth 
Battery stood quite open before them. The 
enomy turned two guns upon onr left flank, and 


4 began to, thunder, unsesn by us, from the 


remainder. of his guns aguinst our 4th Battery, 
of which thay had become tired, At half-past 
ten it was still working, The rattle of its’ 
quick-firing guns did not, allow me to define- 
whether the Japanese had machine guns or not. 
Others heard them ; I could not catch these re- 
gular merciless sounds, To soe as wa did yestor- 
day the flattop ofits hill, and on it the blaek small 
lines of the guns—eight Hines,, eight ammuni- 
tion boxes behind them.on the slopo, Under- 
neath thom comothing black is senttered. It is 
the screen, Fire flashes ond small white clouds 
appear now and then from the black lines either 
from each separately or in volloys. All at onco 
the battery becomes silent. The enemy thunder 
at it. from the other side.
